BERLIN (via London) June 22.— 
The repulse of heavy attacks by the 
Russians against Gen. Count von

CALIFORNIA TROOPS 
GOING TO BORDER.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 
first orders for sending to the border 
National Guardsmen, called into the 
Federal service last Sunday by Presi- 
dent Wilson, went out from the War 
At the same 
time Secretary Baker sent inquiries 
to the State Governors that are ex- 
pected to hasten mobilization. 

The orders for movement to the 
border affect the first 5000 guards- 
men to be mustered into the service 
in the central départment and the 
first 656000 in the western depart- 
ment. Gen. Ba at Chicago and 
Gen. Bell at San ncisco, respec- 
tive commanders of these depart- 
ments, were directed to send the 
quotas indicated as soon as their 
muster is complete, selecting the first 
units to qualify, regardiess of the 
branches of service to which they 
belong.

The central department is 
composed of Colorado, Kansas, Mis- 
sourlt, Nebraska, Wyoming, North 
and South Dakota, Minneso Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Michi- 
gan and Ohio. 


GOOD STRIKE IN OATMAN. 


Big Vein of Ivanhoe Indicates Valu- 
able Body at 500-foot Level.

AMERICA’S DANGER. 


This agreement is fraught with 
danger ta the United States com- 
merce in that it carries a threat to 
exporters of neutral nations that if 
they deal with enemies of the allies 
they are liable to sequestration or 
the black list by the allied powers. 
For instance, if an American house 
should deal with a German  con- 
cern after the war, it would be 
barred from dealing with English, 
French, Italian or Russian concerns. 
If it sold to an English house, it 
could not buy from a German 
house because the English house 
would be forced to discontinue its 
dealing with the American house. 

This condition would reach the 
world over and its effect would be 
to force the United States exporter 
to elect whether he should deal 
wholly with a buyer identified with 
one or the other great combina- 
tions of Europe. 

Officials of the administration and 
of Congress are watching with 
alarm the development of this 
agreement bet ween the allied 
powers. It has been the contention 
of this country that it shall have the 
power to deal in free markets of 
the world. The agreement of the 
allies would block this privilege of 
the United States. It is understood 
fully that the alies are movifig to 
build up their foreign trade after 
the war, to increase their merchant 
marine and to recoup through com- 
merce from their heavy war 1! 

But American exporters are not will- 
ing that this shall be done at the ex- 
pense of the United States commerce 
or through the restriction of mar- 
kets of the world to the United 
States, a neutra] country. 
SOLUTION IS SOUGHT. 

Members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee have been con- 
sidering the question for some time 
but they have been unable to see 
a way to legislation that will block 
the game of the allies or force in- 
discriminate trade should the allies 
seek to discriminate. They are let- 
ting the condtions drift at the pres- 
ent time, recommending to Ameri- 
can merchants, blacklisted now, to 
apply to the English courts for re- 
lief against the English contraband 
and black list.

AZUSA, June 22.—Death todas 
took Azusa'’s most distinguished 
citizen—Capt. J. T. Gordon, noted 
California pioneer, world traveler, 
the friend of many famous persons 
amd the member of an aristocratic 
family. He was 89 years old. He 
leaves his widow and three sons: 
J. T. Gordon, Jr.; Thomas J. Gordon 
and Wallace M. Gordon. 
Arriving in Los Angeles county in 
the fall of 1868 from Texas he 


settled in El Monte. and came to 
Azusa in 1870 where he lived until 
his death. In the early years of 
his residence here he was engaged 
in business with the noted pioneer. 
Henry Dalton. He was the first 
justice of the peace and the first 
notary public in Azusa. With the 
exception of two months passed in 
Baltimore, Capt. Gordon was not 
away from Azusa for forty-five 


Born in Washington, August 28, 
1826, Capt. Gordon had a long ang 
adventurous career bef6re he took 
up the simple life tin Southern Cal- 
ifornia. At the age of 14 he went to 
sea, living five years as a sailor. 
His wanderings took him across the 
Atlantic ocean several times and 
twice through Europe, twice around 
the Horn, and twice to Rio de 
Janeiro. 


CROSSES THE BAR. 


Giving up his “life on the ocean 
wave,” young Gordon studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in the 
national capital where he practiced 
until] the outbreak of the Civil War. 
During the war he had many thrill- 
ing adventures running the blockade. 
He brought in supplies and took out 
cotton for the Confederates. 

When he was purser of a block- 
ade-running vessel he at one time 
was the custodian of $50,000 in gold 
and $300,000 in bonds of the Con- 
federate government, all of which he 
succeeded in preserving and hand- 
ing over to the proper authorities. 
Part of the time he kept the treasure 
in a keg which he wrapped in a 
blanket. He received $500 from tHe 
Confederacy for his su 1 ex- 
pioit. 

Capt. Gordon's father, Capt. Wil- 
liam Gordon, served in the war of 
1812. His only brother, William 
Wallace Gordon, volunteered under 
Gen. Sterling P. Price in the Mexican 
War and gave his life to his country 
and the acquisition of California. 
Capt. Gordon was a nephew of the 
noted Commodore Thoma Ap. Cates- 
by Jones. | 

In the "80s Capt. Gordon had a 
contract with the United States gov- 
ernment to carry the il to various 
localities in the vicinity of Azusa. 
He was Master of El Monte Grange 
for several years and was vice-presi- 
dent of the company which founded 
Pomona. He also took an active part 
in founding the town of Artesia.

ELECTRIC SERVICE 
FOR OCEANSIDE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

OCEANSIDE, June 22.—<A. &. 
Glasgow, resident manager of the, 
Oceanside Electric Company, whose 
holdings were recently acquired by 
the San Diego Consolidated Gas and 
Electric Company, announces that in 
addition to the installation of a 
twenty-four-hour service of the 
electric current in Oceanside, im- 
portant additions and improvements 
are to be made in connection with 
the operation of the plant under the 
new management. 

Surveys have been completed for 
the building of a line from the 
north end of the San Diego com- 
pany’s present power line in Del Mar 
‘to Oceanside, the material for which 
has been purchased. The line will 
be of 22,000 volts’ capacity, to he 
later raised to a capacity of 66,000 
volts. To secure the copper for the 
extension of its service the company 
paid a bonus of half a cent a pound. 
It is expected that the Del Mar- 
Oceanside line will be completed by 
August 1. 

The South Coast Land Company, 
composed largely of Los Angeles 
capital, which since the flood of last 
January has completed the reinstal- 
lation of its pumping plant in the 
San Luis Rey Valley for the irriga- 
tion of lands south of Oceanside, will 
be an important user of the electric 
current. 

The irrigation company has in- 
stalled a hundred-horse-power elec- 
tric motor, connecting with a six- 
inch centrifugal pump, which will 
raise the water from a well 225 feet 
deep, and which is expected to yield 
fifty. inches of water. Other wells 
are to be sunk, making the ultimate 
capacity of the plant more than 200 
inches.

We are fortunate that the mobilization is 
for possible service in Mexico, where our 
troops will face others no better drilled 
than themselves. The patriotism and per- 
sonal bravery of the rank and file are above 
suspicion; but war is a game of science. 
Technical knowledge and experience are as 
valuable as courage and tenacity. 

‘Two influences have combined to make 
National Guard duty in California unpopu- 
lar; the labor-union bosses have waged re- 
lentless War against the militia for the rea- 
son that i stands as a bulwark between 
them and murder and pillage in case of 
industrial strife, and the maudlin senti- 
mentalists have turned many a prospective 
recruit aside by singing, “I did not gaise 
my boy to be a soldier.” Now comes the 
sudden realization that it is to the National 
Guard we must lool for protection against 
foreign aggression; that it is much more 
likely to be called upon to face trained 
troops of other nations than to disperse 
mébs of our own citizens.

NATION OF WORKERS. 

There was a time when “the earth was 
without form and void, and darkness was 
upon the face of the waters.” Yet out of 
this primeval darkness and formlessness,

Yet the promoters of anarchy 
and of Socialism, which is the parent of an- 
archy, are busy planning to bring abont in- 
dustrial: chaos. 


Under the leadership of such men as Gom- 
pers and Ryan and Johannsen and Tveitmoe 


and McCarthy and Schmidt mobs gathered, 
the skies were lit with the flame of burning 
factories and warehouses, and men were 
beateri and maimed and murdered within 
sight of their wives and little ones. 


Labor-unionism demands the closed shop.

the domination of a labor leader. What 
does the worker get who gives up his job 
at the command of a walking delegate who 
orders him to strike because the man who 
labors along side him is not a member of 
the union? He gets loss of employment. 
He gets misery and starvation. What would 
be said of tie sanity of a sailor who should 
jump overboard because his shipmates were 
not members of a seamen’s union’? 

The late De Witt Talmage said to the 
workingemen of America: “Your first step 
toward light and betterment of condition 
will be an assertion of your individual in- 
dependence from the dictation of your fel- 
low-workmen.” 

The American workingman is a free man 
and should let no labor union come between 
him and his best interests. He should let 
no man or any body of men tel! him where 
he shall work or where he shall not work, 
when he shall work or when he shall not 
work, or for what wages he shal! work. If 
he wants to belong to a labor organization 
let him belong. If he does not want to be- 
long to a labor organization let him exer- 
cise his liberty to stay out. The American 
workman owns himself and no man has a 
right to put a manacle on his hand or foot 
or head or heart. 

A man has a right/to quit his job if he 
wants to quit for any reason, or for no rea- 
son at all. But he has no right after he has 
quit to intimidate another man who picks 
up the tool that the striker has dropped and 
who goes to work at the task that the strik- 
er has abandoned. 

The capitalist and the laborer are Inter- 
dependent and neither can injure the other 
without injuring himself. Pau! declared: 
“The eye cannot say to the hand I have no 
need of thee.” Talmage said: “The man 
who lives in a mansion on the hill and the 
man who breaks cobblestones at the foot 
of the hill affect each other's misfortune or 
prosperity.” Dives cannot kick Lazarus 
without burting his own foot. They who 
throw Shadrach into the furnace get their 
own faces scorched and biackened Smite 
society at any one point and you smite the 
entire community. 

The distance between capital and labor 


is not a great gulf. It is a narrow rift over 
which there are many bridges, and with 
economy and industry and intelligence and 
patience almost any laborer in this country 
of ours can find a bridge to cross and be 
come a capitalist. If many of the capitalists 
would draw their gloves there would be 
seen the broken finger-nail, the scar of an 
old blister and here and there a stiffened 
finger joint. 

John D. Rockefeller was a book-keeper on 
& small salary. Andrew Carnegie worked 
at the forge. Peter Cooper was a glue 
maker. Hugh Miller was a stone mason. 
Robert Collyer was a blacksmith. Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt was a boatman. Jay Gould 
Was a peddier. Henry Clay was a mill 
hand. Abraham Lincoln was a farm hand. 
Andrew Johnson was a tailor. Arkwright 
was a barber. Hogarth was an engraver of 
pewter plate.

PROFITS OF THE WAR 
TRADERS.

lished in Zurich, Dr. Oscar Stil- 
lich, professor of the Humboldt 
Academy at Berlin, gives a study of 
the corporations who are making 
money in Europe, while everybody 
else is headed toward bankruptcy. 

Dr. Stillich’s essay (as translated 
into French by Dr. Puech, “La Paix 
par le Droit,” March, 1916) relates 
chiefly to fhe three great armament 
factories which existed in Germany 
before the war. ; 

The first is the Krupp Society at 
Essen. Here the gains do not ap 
pear in the public statements of divi- 
dends. The Krupp establishment 
bas never let them appear, for fear 
that the people would ask that they 
be abated. The chief owner, Madam 
Bertha Krupp von Bohlen and Hal- 

receives a dividend of 12 per 
cen The Kaiser, another large 
holder, no doubt receives his proper 
share. Other sliiareholders distribute 
4 and 6 per cent. to‘their clients. A 
balance-sheet is offered, but this is 
intended to obscure rather than to 
elucidate. It shows that a certain 
amount is charged off ag deprecia- 
tion; another as reserves, with costs 
of building, machinery, etc. But no 
estimate is made of the amounts thus 
subtracted, or of other large sums, 
“war funds” and the like, held back, 
with no indication of their amount 
or their purpose. 

Examining this report in detail, 
Dr. Stillich shows that in the first 
year of war the House of. Krupp 
made a clear gain of $24,000,000 as 
against $10,000,000 in the highly- 
profitable preceding year of getting 
ready for war. The nominal capital 
stock was raised from $54,000,000 to 
$62,500,000 in 1914-15. The house 
speaks of iteelf as the “sine qua non 
of German victories,” regardless of 
the fact, according to Dr. Stillich, 
that before 1914 “it furnished ma- 
terials to the actual enemies of Ger- 
many.” But the real profits run far 
above the figures accessible. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Stillich the Krupp family, 
is aatisfied with $6,250,000 as against 
$5,000,000 in 1913-14. In the year 
1914-15 Germany alone has paid the 
Krupps two and one-half times the 
sums they received from all internal 
sources and from the rest of the 
world before the war? The establish- 
ment could have paid a dividend of 
24 per cent., but, for the first time 
since its foundation, has set apart 
$5,750,000 for ite work of national 
aid.” Dr. Stillith asks whether this 
is due to sympathy or fear. “Is it 
to compensate’ for the immense 
sacrifice of blood, or @ mark of sym- 
pathy with the terrible lot of the 
workiné classes? Is it recognition 
of the danger in such accumulation 
by a single family whose wealth out- 
weighs that of the Emperor, of the 
confederate princes and the indus- 
trial magnates of Upper Silesia?” 

Die Rheinische Metaliwaaren und 
Maschinenfabrik of Ehrhardts at 
Dusseldorf was apparentiy never 
able to compete with the Krupps in 
time of peace, for it granted no divi- 
dends before the war. The corpora- 
tion was duly grateful for war, which, 
in their prospectus, is described as 
the national protection “against the 
degeneration of peace.” It ig also 
“a protection of war-traders againat 
poverty.” Their gains for the first 
two months of war have enabled 
them to make retroactive dividends 
of 6 per cent. covening each of the 
lean years from 1905 to 1908. This 
corporation ventures to accuse the 
Krupps of counterfeiting a long 
range cannon devised under the di. 
rection of the Ehrhardts. This shows 
that even the war trade has its em- 
barrassment of riches. 

Die Deutschen Waffen und Munt- 
tions Fabrik of Loewe at Berlin have 
cut down the 32 per cent. dividend 
of last year to 20 per cent. It is 
safer to do this. Put the gross re- 


ceipts and profits have risen and their 
capital stock has been doubigéd. “And 
no one knows how much been 
set aside for fixing the profits at 


$2,090,000." The establishment claims 
that it is necessary to keep a fund 
in reserve on account of foreign con- 
tracts. The foreian trade, formerly 
more than half its output, is now cut 
off, but the number of workmen has 
risen from 8441 to 12,000, and 
profits are greater than the man- 
agers dare to make public. 

Besides these three great centers 
of the war trade, four minor fac- 
tories have distributed 12 to 32 per 
cent. in dividends, all without Intel- 
ligible accounts as to actual gains. 

The extraordinary discretion of 
these corporations justifies Dr. Stil- 
lich’s remarks that these reports, 
prove, to paraphrase a word of Tal- 
leyrand, that “speech was given to 
man to conceal his business.” 

On these and other facts In the 
war trade, Dr. Stillich bases the 
obvious argument that a_ state 
should save itself from waste in- 
volved in these profits by making 
for itself the instruments for destroy- 
ing life tte rulers deem necessary 
for its security.
